Taken to th e courtyard on th e edge of Vera 
Cruz, th e condemned general met h is death as a 
soldier sh ould. 
He stood 
proudly against th e 
wall, politely asked th e soldiers to sh oot h im in 
th e body instead of in th e face, and waited for 
th e rifle volley with out a trem or. 
In Pennsylvania General Aguirre’s 15-ycar- 
old son, a student in a m ilitary academy, was 
called to th e com m andant’s office and told 
of 
th e fath er’s death . Th e lad took th e news w ith ­ 
out a quiver, saluted, bout-faced and m arch ed 
off to th e mess h all with h is comrades with out a 
word. 
Here is anoth er 
incident. 
A rebel general 
was attacking th e western seaport of M azatian. 
strongly h eld by th e federáis. 
With blind folly 
h e ordered bis troops to ch arge across an open 
plain, criss-crossed by federal m ach ine gun fire. 
Th e attacking brigade^ left one m an in five dead 
on th e field. 
Not once did th ey falter. 
Th ey 
failed, of course; th eir task was an impossible 
one. 
But th ey dem onstrated, beyond question, 
th e innate bravery of th e Mexican soldier. 
Such th ings are illum inating. 
Th e Mexican 
rebellion sh ows th at Mexico is not quite ready, lor 
self-governm ent, perh aps; but th ere is also proof 
th a t th e individual Mexicans h ave a courage and 
determ ination th at will take th em a long way 
once th ey get proper leadersh ip. 


AN ENCOURAGING REPORT. 
Sensational reports of juvenile crime h ave 
been so loud and prolonged th a t th e public h as 
come to h ave a kind of blind belief in th e in­ 
creasing wickedness of th e younger generation. 
Hence it is with a feeling of surprise th a t one 
reads governm ent compiled statistics sh owing a 
drop In juvenile delinquency. 
With blazing 
stories of 
eigh teen-year-old 
bandits filling prom inent positions in th e news 
almost every day, it seems impossible th at th e 
official report 
can be accurate. 
Yet a survey 
carefully covering fourteen cities, scattered over 
th e country, reveals a decrease in th e delinquen­ 
cy rate in nine and an increase in only four, in 
th e total, th e num ber of actual com m itm ents to 
institutions is smaller th an in earlier investiga­ 
tions. 
It is easy to proph esy ruin for all th e young­ 
sters because a few with inflamed im aginations 
and distorted notions 
of th eir relation 
to th e 
world arc spectacularly crim inal. 
Often it h as 
been observed th a t th e young people wh ose par­ 
ents are infected with th e jazz spirit of th e age 
arc th emselves, a serious, quiet aggregation. 
R ath er 
naturally th e parents find 
th emselves 
th inking of th e ch ildren as more gay and naugh ­ 
ty th an th eir elders. But now Ih e boys and girls 
h ave governm ental evidence of improvem ent in 
th eir beh avior. 
T h ree-quarters of a century ago parents and 
grandparents 
were viewing with 
alarm “th is 
m oral debacle th a t th reatens our ch ildren,” and 
th ose ch ildren, now grown*to manh ood are view­ 
ing with alarm th is m oral debacle wh ich never 
comes. Th us it h as ever been.

W A S H IN G T O N —The one city in 
** the United States which ought 
to hav e an adequate, safe and ex ­ 
emplary airport 
hasn’t ev en an 
approach to anything of the sort.

Washington, 
the 
national 
capital, ev en the army and nav y 
are without decent landing fields. 
Civ il, military and nav al av ia­ 
tion is superv ised from Washing­ 
ton. 
The air mail serv ice is di­ 
rected from the Post Office Depart­ 
ment here. 
The National Aero­ 
nautic Association has its head­ 
quarters here. All the larger plane 
manufacturers 
and 
flying 
com­ 
panies are represented in the cap­ 
ita!. 
This is the place whence in re­ 
cent years has come an enormous 
amount of propaganda designed to 
make America “ air-minded.” 
To­ 
day it appears that if many other 
communities are not far more “ air- 
minded” 
than 
Washington, 
th ey 
hav e at least been quicker to dem­ 
onstrate their “ air-mindedness” by 
practical measures. 
For they hav e 
established airports which 
nrpke 
Washington’s facilities look sick.

A visitor to East Hill cemetery,

Rev. Jam es Havens. 
Fath er Ravens as h e was fa ­ 
miliarly known, attended a gen­ 
eral conference of M. E. ch urch , 
h eld in th e City of New York, in 
18 44, and came h ome by way of 
Pittsburgh , wh ere 
with 
oth er 
returning m inisters, th ey 
took 
passage on a steam er for Cincih - 
nati. 
T h at 
evening 
wh ile 
with 
oth ers, h e was sitting reading 
and 
ch atting 
around 
a table, 
th ey were approach ed by some 
men, wh o in no polite m anner, 
asked th em to vacate th e table, 
as it was w anted by th em to play 
a game of cards. Havens paid 
no attention to th eir dem and 
until told by one of th em , th a t 
it m igh t be best for h im to move. 
Th at 
stirred 
h is composure 
and h e replied, th a t it m igh t de­ 
pend on wh o was th e best m an. I 
Th ey sized h im up and 
again 
dem anded 
that* 
h e 
move, 
to I 
wh ich h e replied, You h ave my 1 
answer and I don’t believ e that 


God Almigh ty ever made a bet­ 
ter m an th an I am .” F ortunate­ 
ly th e C aptain of th e boat h ap­ 
pened along, took in th e situa­ 
tion and took th e card players to 
anoth er part of th e boat. 
One of th e 
most touch ing 
events of h is life was wh en h e 
was called to Connersville 
to 
preach th e funeral of Hon. Sam ­ 
uel W. Parker. Th ey h ad 
been 
life long friends and a corres­ 
pondent 
of 
th e 
Indianapolis 
Journal, wh o was present th us 
describes th e occasion: 
"I h ave long known and re­ 
vered Rev. Jam es Havens, as th e 
type of a race nearly extinct. A 
race fitted for th e times arid th e 
purpose, wh o could abandon th e 
com forts of h ome, wife and fam ­ 
ily, and for God and country 
plunge into th e forest, face wild 
beasts and savage men. swim 
raging rivers, sleep in th e open 
air, ride h orseback th rough th e 
unplatted 
wilderness 
many 
miles and all alone, to attend 
„appointm ents and conferences 
—and for w h at purpose? 
•Not for pay but for love 
of 
God and to spread religion, edu­ 
cation and civilization, or th a t 
h e m igh t m inister com fort to 
th é dying or perform th e last 
sad rites for th e dead. I th ough t 


how fitting, as I listened to his 
eloquent eulogy of his departed 
friend th a t Rev. Havens be called 
to com fort th e living and pay 
h onor to a dead friend, who in 
life h ad sh ared, h is sorrows and 
cares, and th a t too, of v m an 
wh ose life h ad been given to th e 
betterm ent of th e state 
and 
wh ose nam e was as well known 
as h is own.” 
Th e 
Connersville Times, 
of 
February 4, 18 59, contained a full 
account of th e funeral and ex­ 
tracts from th e sermon. 
Anoth er incident, illustrative 
of h is ph ysical and m oral cour­ 
age, followed a camp meeting, 
h eld in Kentucky. 
After th e 
m eeting was over, Rev. Havens 
was told of a woman living near, 
wh o was dying of consumption, 
and wh o h ad often asked, th a t a 
m inister visit h er, but h er h us­ 
band, wh o was an infidel, would 
neith er invite, nor allow a m in­ 
ister to see h er. 
Rev. Havens was not a m an to 
h u nt trouble, but in 
th e 
dis­ 
ch arge of h is duty, h e never was 
known to sh rink from danger 
and after much persuasion, in­ 
duced one of th e congregation to 
pilot h im to th a t h ome. He was 
w arned of th e danger, th a t th is 
was a “bad 
m an", dangerous 
and a h ater of preach ers. 
Reach ing th e h ouse late in th e 
day Havens entered and found 
th e bad m an away. Th ere lying 
upon a cot, was a pale em aciated 
woman, in th e last stages of con­ 
sumption. He learned h er wish ­ 
es and th en proceeded to fill h is 
mission. Th e "bad m an” came 
in wh ile Havens was talking to 
th e sick and dying woman. His 
perem ptory order, to th e m inis­ 
ter, to “leave instantly”, was 
punctuated with some rh etorical 
profanity but no oth er effect. 
Havens told th e “bad m an" 
wh y h e was th ere and said fur­ 
th er, th a t h e and h is 
friend 
would h ave to h ave supper and 
lodging. Th is dem and staggered 
th e m an but was 
couch ed 
in 
such conciliatory language th at 
a truce resulted and th e next 
morning before leaving, th e m in­ 
ister again talked and prayed 
with 
th e dying woman, wh ile 
th e “bad m an” stood near and 
filled th e air with profanity and 
m aledictions on religion in gen­ 
eral and Rev. Havens in particu­ 
lar. 
D eath soon relieved th e poor 
woman and th e “bad m an" 
a 
year afterw ard m et death wh ile 
crossing a swollen stream . 
Coming nearer h ome, an inci­ 
dent h appened at Knigh tstown, 
about 18 40 wh ile 
Rev. 
Havens 
was h olding a camp meeting, in 
a grove th a t stood, wh ere now 
stands th e P. C. & St. L. depot. A 
violent storm came up during 
th e service and th e flash ing of 
ligh tning and peals of th under, 
added to th e crash 
of falling 
tim ber soon stam peded th e au ­ 
dience, but Rev. Havens stood on 
th e platfrom. unmoved, |:xh ort- 
ing all to put th eir tru st in God. 
Soon a tree crash ed th e front 
of th e platfrom , every one else 
h ad sough t safety, but th e m in­ 
ister rem ained until th e storm 
was over, and h elped rescue two 
little boys, wh o h aving sough t 
sh elter in a covered wagon were 
cooped up in th e bed by brush , 
and h ad to be ch opped out. T h at 
no one was killed seemed provi­ 
dential, as th e grove was torn 
completely by th e wind. 
Perh aps th e most comic, pro­ 
voking and am using incident of 
h is life occured at Noblesville, in 
th e summ er of 18 36. Rev. Hav­ 
ens was known, far and wide, as 
a great exh orter, and was called 
on to conduct a camp meeting 
at th a t place. Th e court h ouse 
th ere was th en being built and 
m any outsiders were working 
th ere. 
Two young 
men from R ush ­ 
ville, acquaintances of Havens, 
wh o h ad business in Anderson 
and Indianapolis, h ad told h im, 
th ey would visit th e m eeting on 
th eir trip and after arriving at 
Noblesville, on h orseback, as was 
th e mode of travel, in th a t day, 
put up at th e only h otel. 
Th e 
next day, th ey attended a h orse 
race on th e banks of th e W h ite 
river, wh ich was sponsored, by 
some Oh io sports, and after 
it 
was over, one of th em ch allenged 
th e winner of th e race. 
Th ey were to race for a gallon 
of wh iskey and th e Rush ville 
sport won it. T h at nigh t th ey 
made nigh t h ideous, ardUnd th e 
h otel and th e next day w ent out 
to th e cam p meeting, wh ich was 
h eld in a grove some five miles 
from town. Some one h ad re­ 
ported th e boys to Havens, so 
wh en th ey arrived, h e invited 
th em to th e stand, wh ere all 
could see th em and introduced 
th em to th e congregation th us: 
• “Broth ers and Sisters- allow 
me to introduce you 
to my 
friends—a couple of 
blacklegs 
from Rush ville. Th ey are old ac­ 
quaintances of 
m ine—a 
little 
wild, by 
th e 
way -ou t 
on 
a 
gambling expedition. 
However, 
th ey are both gentlem en and I 
can vouch for th eir good be­ 
h avior, so long as th ey may see 
proper to’ rem ain/’ 
Oh ye gods and little apples! 
Th ink of it and th a t to, wh en 
one of 
th ose 
boys, was 
th en 
courting ah d afterw ard m arried 
th é preach er’s daugh ter. W atch ­ 
ing th eir ch ance, th ey vacated 
th a t stand and Ham ilton coun­ 
ty with all speed, but our h istor­ 
ian says, it cured th em of th eir 
inclination to gamble.

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BRAVER? IN MEXICO. 


Tlie Mexican revolution-has not been a very 


inspiring affair. The motives that produced it 
were pretty unworthy. Bribery and chicanery 
have been evident in various places. Many of 
the rebellious generals have displayed a greater 
desire to loot the banks of conquered towns than 
to defeat the federal troops in open combat. 


But one thing we must admit. The Mexicans 


are brave men. The present struggle has pushed 
to the surface not a few instances of cool, col- 
lected courage that would do honor to any cause. 


General Jesus M-. Aguirre, -who revolted with 


his troops at Vera Cruz, fled to tlie mountains 
when a larger federal force marched after him, 
and finally was.captured and court martialed, 
his hopes utterly confounded, may not have been 
a wholly admirable or patriotic man — but at 
least he knew how to die. 


Taken to the courtyard on the edge of Vera 


Cruz, the condemned general met his death as a 
soldier should. He stood proudly .against the 
wall, politely asked the soldiers to shoot him in 
the body instead of in the face, and waited for 
the rifle volley without a tremor. 


In 'Pennsylvania General Aguirre's 15-year- 


old son, a student in a military academy, was 
called to the commandant's office and told of 
the father's death. The lad took the news with- 
out a quiver, saluted, 'bout-faced and marched 


: off to the mess hall with his comrades without a 
word. 


Here is another incident. A rebel general 


-was attacking the western seaport of Mazatian, 
strongly held by the federals. 
With blind folly 


he ordered his troops to charge across an open 
plain, criss-crossed by federal machine gun fire. 
The attacking brigades left one man in five dead 
on the field. Not once did they falter. 
They 


failed, of course: their task was an impossible 
one. 
But they demonstrated, beyond question, 


the innate bravery of the Mexican soldier. 


Such.things are illuminating. The Mexican 


rebellion shows that Mexico is not quite ready, for 
self-government, perhaps; but there is also proof 
that the individual Mexicans have a'eourage and 
determination that will take them a long way 
once they get proper leadership. 


KAN ENCOURAGING REPORT. 


Sensational reports of juvenile crime have 


been so loud and/prolonged that the public'has 
come to have a kind of blind- belief in the inr 
creasing wickedness of :the younger generation, 
ffifence it is with a feeling of surprise that one 
reads government compiled statistics showing a 
drop in,juvenile delinquency. 


With blazing stories of .eighteen-year-old 


bandits filling •prominent positions.in the news 
almost every day, it seems impossible that the 
official report can be accurate. 
Yet a survey 


carefully covering fourteen cities, scattered over 
the country, reveals a. decrease in the delinquen- 
cy rate in nine arid'ah increase in only four, in 
Ihe total, the number of actual commitments to 
institutions is smaller than in earlier investiga- 
tions. 


It is easy to prophesy ruin for all the young- 


sters because a few with inflamed imaginations 
and distorted notions of their -relation to the 
world are spectacularly criminal. 
Often it has 


been observed that the young people whose par- 
ents are infected with tlie jazz spirit of the .age 
are themselves, a serious, quiet aggregation. 
Rather naturally, the parents find themselves 
thinking of the children as more gay and naugh- 
ty than their elders. But now the boys and girls 
have governmental evidence of improvement in 
their behavior. 


Three-quarters of a century ago parents and 


grandparents 
were viewing with alarm "this 


moral debacle that threatens our children," and 
those children, now grown .to manhood are view- 
ing with alarm this moral debacle which never 
comes. Thus it has ever been.

Another incident, illustrative 


of "his physical -and moral cour- 
age, followed a camp, 'meeting; 
held in Kentucky. 
After th'e 


•meeting was over, ReV. Ravens 
was'told of a woman living near, 
who was dying of consumption, 
and who had often asked, that a 
minister visit her, but her hus- 
band, who was aft infidel, would 
neither invite, nor allow a min- 
ister to see her. 


Rev. Havens was riot a man to 


hunt trouble, but 'in the dis- 
charge of his duty, he never was 
known to shrink from danger 
and after much persuasion, irir 
duced one of the congregation to 
pilot him to that home. He was 
warned of the danger, that .this 
was a "bad man", dangerous 
-and a hater of preachers. 


Reaching the house late in the 


day Havens entered and 'found 
the bad man away. There lying 
upon a cot, was a pale emaciated 
woman, in the last stages of con 
sumption. He learned~her wish 
es and then proceeded to' fill his 
mission. The "bad man" came 
in while Havens was talking to 
the sick and dying woman. His 
peremptory order, to the minis 
ter, to "leave instantly", was 
punctuated with some rhetorical 
profanity but no other effect. 


-Havens told the "bad man 


why he was there and said fur- 
ther, that he and his friend 
would have to have supper and 
lodging. This demand staggered 
the man but was couched in 
such conciliatory language that 
a truce resulted and the next 
morning before leaving, the min- 
ister again talked and prayed 
with the dying woman, while 
the "bad man" stood near and 
filled the air with profanity and 
maledictions on religion in gen- 
eral and Rev. Havens in particu- 
lar.Death, soon relieved the poor 
woman arid the "bad man" a 
year afterward met death while 
crossing a swollen stream. 


Coming nearer home, an inci- 


dent happened at Knightstown 
about 1840 while Rev. Havens 
was holding a camp meeting, in 
a grove that stood, where now 
stands'the P. C. & St. L. depot. A 
violent storm came up during 
the service and the flashing of 
lightning and peals of thunder, 
added to the crash of falling 
timber soon stampeded the au- 
dience, but Rev. Havens stood on 
the pl^tfrom unmoved, exhort- 
ing atf to put their trust in God. 


Soon a tree crashed the front 


of the platfrom, every one else 
had sought safety, but the min- 
ister remained until the storm 
was over, and helped rescue two 
little boys, who having sought 
shelter in a covered wagon were 
cooped up in the bed by brush, 
and had to be chopped out. That 
no one was killed-seemed provi- 
dential, as the grove was torn 
completely by the wind. 


Perhaps the most comic, pro- 


voking and amusing incident of 
his life occured at Noblesville, in 
'the summer of 1836. Rev. Hav- 
ens was known, 'far and wide, as 
a great exhorter, and was called 
on to conduct a camp meeting 
at that place. The court house 
there was then being built and 
many outsiders were wprking 
there.' 
Two young men from Rush- 


ville, acquaintances of Havens, 
who had business in Anderson 
and Indianapolis,-had told him, 
they would visit the meeting on 
their trip and after arriving at 
Noblesville, 'on horseback, as was 
the "mode of travel, in that day, 
put up at the only hotel. The 
next day, they attended a.horse 
race on the banks of the White 
river, which was sponsored, by 
softie Ohio -sports, and after it 
was1 dyer, one of them1 challenged 
tfre winner of'the/race.

New Testament record of the 
life of Jesus than the fact that 
his divine teaching and ministry 
deeloped out of his human, en- 
vironment and experience.
